In a 
few minutes they heard a shot, and 
running around the house found Bstlll 
lying on the ground with a bullet in 
his forehead.

Flret Concrete Action Taken in Home

Waahington, August 21.— Active con- 
trol of ngtit prices was resumed to- 
day by the govemment, through an 
agreement reechod between the De- 
partment of Justice and the VooA Ad- 
mlnletntion that lioenset would be 
revoked by the latter when it is shown 
dealers have been profiteering. 

Sugar should rearh the eonsunier at 
approxlmntel.v U cents n iioiind. it was 
announced, based on the ownerahip of 
the entire domestic and Cuban crop oy, 
the United States Sugar Equalization 
Board, which is selling to refiners at 
7.2S cents a pound. Refiners are un- 
der contract with the board to sell at 
9 cents, less two per cent, discount for 
cash; wholesale and lobbers are al- 
lowed a mizlmum of 60 oents per 100 
pounds for handling, and retailers are 
permitted a profit of one to one and 
one-half cent per pound, making a fair 
price 11 cents, except In cases where 
dealers have at an "unreasonable" 
price due to misunderstanding In the 
trade. When this is a fact a reason- 
ahle advance will be permitted. 

With the House agriculture commit- 
tees' amendment tor extension of the 
powers of the food control act before 
it, the House tonight was prepared to 
take action tomorrow on the amend- 
ment and thereby make its first exten- 
sive step toward heating down living 
costs. The amendment, which waa re- 
ported to the House today by a unani- 
mous vote. Included retailers among 
those liable under the food control act, 
and Its enactment along with the con- 
trol exercised over sugar, ofhcials be- 
lieve, will do much to curtail profiteer- 
ing by retailers. 

"Our desire is to secure a fair price 
for the consumer," said Attorney Oen 
iTal rainier In announcint; re.funiptioii 
of sugar control, "and we do not wish 
to pursue a wholesale policy of reconi- 
mending the cancellation of licenses 
Where trade adjusts Itself to a fair 
price for the future, past transactions, 
unless fragrant, will not ordinarily be 
made the basis of a recommendation 
by this department for the cancella- 
tion of the licenses "
